DEFERRED PROCEEDINGS. 

Debate on the‘bi'll to make it a Penal Offence 
to usurp Office. 

In Senate, Monday, Jan. 12, 1846. 

“A hill to amend the penal laws,” came up in the 
orders of the day. 

The bill was read as follows: 

Be it enacted by the Ceneral Assembly of the Com - 
monicealth of Kentucky . That, if any person shall 
hereafter usurp nny office established by the Con- 
stitution or laws uf this Commonwealth, or shall 
hold any such office, after" liis appointment thereto 
shall have been declared by a Court of competent 
jurisdiction, illegal or void, such person shall, on 
the presentment or indictment of a grand jury, be 
subject to a fine of not less than five hundred dol- 
lars, nor more than fifteen hundred dollars, at the 
discretion of n jury ; and upon conviction and fail- 
ure to pay said fine, shall be imprisoned in the lail 
of the county where such offence shall be committed, 
until such fine, and the costs of the prosecution, are 
paid. 

Mr. HARRIS moved the following amendment : 

“ Provided, That nothing in this act shall in any 
wise apply to the contest in relation lo the Jailer 
ot Franklin county, now or hereafter.” 

Mr. HARRIS. I know not from vvliat cause this 
bill has been introduced. I have heard of few or no 
usurpation* of office in tliisStnte. Unless the con- 
test between the Franklin County Court and the 
Court of Appeals, in relation to the office of Jailor 
of Franklin county has suggested this bill, I cannot 
conceive what has produced it. I know that in mon- 
archies, and more especially in republics, the offence 
of usurpation should be punished. But whatever 
offences may have been committed, I feel- satisfied 
that this bill should not pass, without the proviso I 
have offered. Suppose a controversy between a 
County Court and the Court of Appeals, affecting 
tire rights of an officer appointed by the former un- 
der legal authority to make such appointment, do 
gentlemen mean to say that this bill, ex post facto, 
reaches hack to that case? The words, “or shall hold 
any such office,” are capable of being so applied. 

The Democrats are in a minority on this floor. 
The Franklin County Court, which is Democratic, 
has removed a Jailer, who is a Whig. The Court 
of Appeals have decided the act of removal to lie 
void. I am a law-abiding man. If the Appellate 
Court have power to execute their decision, let 
them exercise it; but let us not pass this law to in- 
terfere between the Supreme and inferior Courts. If 
there he no law on tho statute book to punish 
usurpation, that fact may he regarded unfortunate, 
but we should not supply the omission merely to 
reach a single case. I am aware that the Court of 
Appeals have no original jurisdiction lo authorize 
them lo issue a mandamus. But the committee on 
the Judiciary are too well informed not to know that 
the Circuit Court has jurisdiction in the premises 
on an action of trespass on the case. If, therefore, 
it be the purpose of the bill to interfere in the con- 
test about the office of the Franklin County Jailer, 
there is no necessity for it. But, sir. the bill will 
apply to that case. I read the bill and find the penalty 
attaches, not merely to those who may usurp office, 
but to those who “shall hold any such office,” &c. 
Iam authorized, by my information, to declare that 
the object of the bill is to punish the Jailer of 
Franklin county; for no other case of usurpation, or 
holding on to office after a competent Court declar- 
ing the appointment void and illegal, has been heard 
of. Sir, is it according to the genius and spirit of 
free institutions to pass expost facto laws? Can it 
be shown that the operation of this bill will not be ex- 
post faclo? We have, I grant, a right to prescribe 
punishment for crimes, but I deny our competency 
to enact a retrospective law. I do not say what 1, 
had I been a member of the Franklin County Court, 
would have done, on being properly advised of the 
decision of the Court of Appeals, in the ease of 
Gorham vs. Luckett. But this is a novel ca«e. I 
have a very high respect for the Court of Appeals, 
though I dissent from its decision in this case. The 
position of the minority of the Court, (Judge Brock.) 
in the language of John Q. Adams, “will stand the 
test of scrutiny, of talents and of time.” I ask 
you, who have power to pass this bill, is it not ex- 
posl • facto, nnd intended to operate on the Franklin 
Jailer case? Will the Legislature, for the first time, 
step in to interfere between the conflicting judicial 
authorities of the Stale? The County Courts are 
established by the Constitution as well as the Court 
of Appeals. As the Circuit Court has power, by 
mandamus, to bring the members of the County 
Court before it and punish them for trespasses, I 
hope the Legislature will not interfere. And as the 
common law prescribes remedies for Ihe enforce- 
ment of Gorham’s rights, if violated, this law is not 
necessary. If I am correct, as I think 1 am, that 
the Circuit Court can issue its mandamus to tiie 
County Court, to show cause why they have refused 
to alknv to Gorham tiie rights and emoluments of 
the office of Jailer, I insist that this case should be 
exempted from the operation of tiie law; for it would 
otherwise be a dangerous precedent. If I am wrong 
as to what I have alleged to be the object of the bill, 
all I ask, and the least in such case that could be 
accorded, is, that the proviso I have offered be ac- 
cepted hv the advocates of the measure. 

. Mr. PEYTON. I hope the Senate will pass the 
hill and reject tKe amendment. The Senator from 
Floyd (Mr. Harris,) says this is an expost facto 
law. He tells us the application of this law to the 
Franklin County Jailer will give it the effect of an 
expost facto law. If I understand what is an ex- 
post faclo law, it is one enacted for, and applied to, 
the punishment of offences previously committed. 
This bill provides that, if any person “shall here- 
after usurp any office,” &c., he shall be subjected to 
a penally.. This is not ex post facto. 

I know nothing of the facts of the Franklin 
County Jailer case, except from common rumor. I 
do know, however, that the highest judicial'tribunal ! 
of the State has decided against the right of the 
County Court to expel a public officer without cause, 
notice or trial; but that tribunal has no original 
power, by specific statute, to enforce such a judg- 
ment. and it is the object of this bill to supply a 
remedy for such cases arising hereafter. How then, 
can tli is proposed net operate on the Franklin Jailer 
case, in the odious sense imputed! If the Jailer of 
Franklin county be a usurper; if he has been so de- 
clared by the Supreme Court of the Commonwealth; 
and if. after such decision bv the highest tribunal, 
n decision which is the law. and should have the 
force of the lnw of the land, wliv, what right or 
propriety would there be in the Legislature, to ex- 
empt him particularly and expressly from the opera- 
lion of a general law! Sir, the position ol the 
Senator from Floyd is a monstrous one. and I do not 
envy him the credit of holding it. Here is a public 
officer holding to his place, after the Court of Ap- 
peals, whose decision is the law of the land, have 
declared his appointment null and void. Why, then, 
should he be exempted from penalty, if lie shall 
continue “hereafter” to hold on? Sir. this Senate, 
bv the adoption of the amendment proposed, would 
sanction this act of usurpation. Shonld we except 
nny man who usurps an office, or holds on, after the 
Court of Appeals have derided him out? 

Sir, the principles of this bill are founded in wis- 
dom and justice, nnd embody a sound policy. The 
Senator does not deny their correctness. Yet he 
gravely asks the Senate to admit a proviso to pro- 
tect one in office, who is either a usurper, or may 
hold on after the Supreme Court has declared his 
appointment void. This bill only holds him a usur- 



| per who has been in effect so declared by the Appel- 
late Court. If the Jailer of Franklin county hold 
on after the passage of this bill, its provisions will 
reach hirn; but the bill cannot reach back. Is this 
I not proper? Is it proper that an individual shall 
hold a place in contempt of the decision of the Su- 
1 preme Court to the contrary, and that the Legisla- 
■ ture shall protect a special individual in such eon- 
, tumacy? By this amendment, a specified individual 
j is excepted, no matter though a Court of competent 
jurisdiction may “hereafter” decide him a usurper. 

Mr. FOX. I am as much opposed as any one 
else to expnsl facto laws; and though I am unwilimg 
to stand in opposition to the Senator from Floyd, I 
am constrained to rpject his amendment. But this 
i is no expast facto law. Its provisions apply to such 
acts of usurpation alone as may be committed liere- 
I after. The law intends to operate on the future. 
[Suppose we pass a law. requiring a tavern keeper, 

; who had sold liquors before, to swear he will not 
i sell spirituous liquors hereafter, and affixing a pen- 
alty, should he violate his oath; the law would not 
punish hirn for having sold liquor heretofore, but, 
for doing it after its passage. Or. suppose we make it 
a penil offence to utter blasphemous oaths, it would 
i not be expost Jaclo in its operation hereafter, for 
oaths hereafter uttered, on persons heretofore in the 
habit of profan i swearing. Are we no! c nnpetent 
to pass such a law? Precisely similar in principle 
is the bill on the table. I know nothing of this 
Jailer case, except what I learn through the Court 
of Appeals. The man now in the office of Jailer of 
Franklin county, refuses to obey the decision of the 
Supreme Court. The bill does not propose to pun- 
ish him for what he has done, but for what he, like 
any other usurper nr contemner of judicial author- 
ity, may do. The Senator says there are remedies at 
common law in the Circuit Court for the ousted Jail- 
er. Bui they are only individual remedies They do 
not protect the dignity of the Commonwealth, out- 
raged by acts of usurpation. They will remain to 
the individual, even should this bill pass. Does 
the Senator from Floyd want the Jailer ol Franklin, 
or any one else, to hold an office in violation of 
law? He endeavors to have this bill put down, be- 
cause he alleges it is suggested by an individual 
case. Sir, individual cases often give rise, very 
properly, to general legislation. So in this case. 
And so far from the fact militating against the pro- 
priety of the law, it affords an absolute illustration 
of its necessity ; for if a general law be not founded 
on this case, who can tell how many similar acts of 
usurpation may not follow? If we now fail, when 
we have seen the necessity of punishing usurpation, 
to make the offence penal, our rccu>ancy will be a 
virtual invitation to the repetition of the offence. — 
In my county, the County Court are Whig and the 
Jailer a Democrat. Could they remove him with- 
out notice, without trial, without cause? I deny it 
and should resist such an act of unjust proscription. 
This is no party question and I regret that the Sen- 
ator contemplates it in that aspect. If party objects 
were sought by the bill, they could not be attained ; 
for i!s operation would in such view be different in 
different counties. The County Court of Lincoln, 
for example, could, if the act of the Franklin Coun- 
ty Court was in virtue of lawful authority, remove 
its Democratic Jailer. All parties ought to go for 
this bill, for it is designed to protect equally the 
rights of all parties, and to vindicate the dignity of 
the Commonwealth against insults perpetrated by 
usurpers, not merely of individual rights, but of 
public offices. It is as much our duty to protect 
public offices from usurpation, as private property 
from spoliation; nnd such an act is but a proper as- 
sertion of the rights of the whole people, to whom 
the offices of government virtually belong. All par- 
ties are equally interested in this hill, both the white 
and red roses; and if any one shall hereafter violate 
this law by an act of usurpation being fairly warn- 
ed, his blood be on his own head. 

Mr. HARRIS. The redress for this alleged wrong 
is already ample in existing laws. If Gorham has 
been forced illegally from the enjoyment of his 
rights and emoluments as Jailer, let him seek re- 
dress at law. He can obtain amulc redress by an 
action of trespass on the case. Then in that point 
of view, there is no necessity for this law. It has 
leaked out here, as I supposed it would, that the 
Franklin Jailer case, is the foundation of this bill. 
The remedy at law for this alleged wrong, is admit- 
ted. It has been conceded that the Court of Appeals 
lias power to enforce their decisions. 

Mr. PEYTON. The Senator misconceived me, 
if he understood me to sav the remedy for such a 
case ns tins is perfect. 

Mr. HARRIS. I am happy to be corrected. The 
remedy for this case, is an action of trespass on the 
case. The Commonwealth has no power to remedy 
the evils complained of in this bill. The County 
Court can be impeached and compelled to admit Gor- 
ham to the enjoyment of his rights. It is denied 
that this bill is expost facto. I request attention to 
its phraseology : “ or shall hold any such office.” — 

Why, Sir, the next dav after its passage the law ap- 
plies punishment to the Jailer of Franklin. Is that 
not expost facto! Is this not holding the Jailer 
and Magistrates usurpers and giving judgment that 
they 9hall bo subjected to penalties, as summarily 
as a Justice would give judgment on a debt of twen- 
ty-five cents or a Circuit Court of one hundred dol- 
lars ? 

Mr. Speaker, I am, and ever have been, a law 
abiding mail. I have always been opposed to all 
unconstitutional relief measures, and for the Consti- 
tution. If I had been a member of the Franklin 
County Court, I should have acquiesced in the de- 
cision of the Court of Appeals, though I think that 
decision was wrong. But that is the Supreme Court 
to which the interior judicial tribunals are bound to 
yield obedience. Had I been the new Jailer. I should 
have given up the office when the Court of Appeals 
decided against me, and appealed to the people. But 
a 9 a Senator, I am opposed to this bill, believing the 
' remedy now exists to punish refractory members of 
the County Court. The County Court had the right 
by the act of 17448, to appoint, and bv the act of 
1802, to remove Jailers. But, as a citizen and law- 
yer, I am bound to yield to the usurpation of the 
Court of Appeals, and I regard the action of the 
County Court revolutionary. But as a Senator, I 
! cannot say, with this bill, that Luckett should be 
fined $50U or $1500 for obeying the County Court, 
who have power by law to appoint and remove 
Jailers. I call on tiie Senatp to pause before pass- 
ing this bill; and am extremely sorry so profound a 
lawyer as the Senator from Lincoln, (Mr. Fox,) 
should be found supporting it. 

Mr. HARDIN. I do not propose lo discuss the 
decision of the Court of Appeals in the Franklin 
Jailer case. It is enough for me to know that by 
that decision the controversy was decided. It ought 
not therefore to enter into the consideration of this 
bill; for it ought to be acknowledged by all discip- 
lined ininds, that the decision of the Court of Ap- 
peals is the supreme law. It is the highest judicial 
tribunal known to the Constitution, empowered fi- 
nally to decide all legal cont lovers ies. 

This bill should not be considered to have an ex 
post facto operation on any individual. I do not pro- 
fess to understand any thing about the Franklin 
Jailer case, except from the decision of the Court of 
Appeals. All I know is, that the case has been de- 
cided by that Court. And this bill will qnly oper- 
ate on the Franklin Jailer, as it will on all others, 
for acts of usurpation committed hereafter. 

It is unimportant what circumstance, whether it 
was a real or imaginary outrage, gave rise to the 
bill. The true question is, whether the bill be 
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founded in correct principle and sound policy. If 
there be no law to punish a usurper, jt is the imper- 
ative duty of this Legislature, to enact such a law. 
The amendment proposed bv the Senator from Floyd, 
excepts the usurping jailer of Franklin fY'>m the 
penalties of a general law, applicable to aii other 
citizens. On what ground! Not because the law 
is unconstitutional; but simply because it is alleged 
the Court of Appeals have given a decision, in 
the opinion of the Senator from Floyd, erroneous 
and improper. And who is the Jailer of Franklin, 
that he should be excepted from the provisions of a 
general law. “ nw* and hereafter” according to the 
intention of the amendment ! No matter what nor* 
mous acts of usurpation he may commit •* here- 
after;” no matter with what contempt and contuma- 
cy he may treat the decisions of the courts “here- 
after;” no matter whose rights he may, together 
with the authority and dignity of the Commonwealth 
trample in the dust; he is to go unscourged for such 
intolerable outrages. Nay, he is virtually incited to 
commit them, and then protected for so doing, by 
the broad mid impenetrable shield of the State, ac- 
cording to this amendment. Sir. t lie proposition of 
the nmendmetif is utterly preposterous, and the Sen- 
ator who proposed it, occupies no enviable position, 
in my judgment. 

The provisions of this bill apply to acts commit- 
ted ‘•hereafter.” It is therefore most clearly not 
an export fa in law. I would be far from trampling 
on the Constitution, the fundamental, organic law 
of the land, adopted for the whole people. Tiie 
Senator admits that the Jailer in question hold* on 
in violation of the opinion of the Court of Appeals, 
whose decision he also admits i* the supreme law. 
What question then can be made against this bill, 
which, precrihing punishment for offences hereaf- 
ter committed, doe* not infract the Constitution, and 
is necessary to vindicate the dignity of the Common- 
wealth and the rights of the people! 

Air. HELM. I shall pot make a speech, but of- 
fer a suggestion or two. If this bill he expost facia 
in its operation, t lie Courts will not enforce it. 
They will in such case, declare it void. If it be 
proper to pass a general law defining an offence, and 
prescribing punishment for it* commitment, it is 
clearly wrong to except any individual from its ope- 
ration. If there bean offence committed, it is due 
that the Legislature define the powers of the Courts 
in punishing them. I think by the statutes, t he 
proper duties of the Courts should be defined. No 
man ought to l*e subject to criminal prosecution for 
acting in obedience 10 Courts of lawful authority. 
If there be any uncertainly ns to the provisions of 
the and the jurisdiction of Courts, the Legis- 
Jiturc should define the offence and then inflict pun- 
ishment. 

Mr. BUTLER. It is true, ns declared by the 
Senator from Floyd, that the County Courts, as well 
as the Court of Appeals, have their origin in the 
Constitution. It is also true that the powers and 
jurisdiction of the County Courts are matters of le- 
gislative regulation. By the act of 1799, the Coun- 
ty Courts had power to appoint Jailers, and by the 
act of 181)2. mi a specified contingency, to remove 
them. It isnl-oa fact that the Franklift County 
Court removed the Jailer, without notice, charge or 
trial, when the law of 1802 only gives power to re- 
move in case of “neglect of duty.” The Court of 
Appeals have decided that this removal, without 
cause, was void. This decision having been certi- 
fied to the County Court, that inferior tribunal has 
refused obedience and treated the Supreme Indicia! 
authority of the State with high contempt. These 
facts, undisputed and indisputable, have given rise 
to this hill, which the Senator from Floyd character- 
ises as personal and invidious. All general laws 
have their origin in l.ke circumstances. The 
wrongs wJ.cled and suffered by individuals, sug- 
gwif the prom ieiv 'of general laws, to obviate the 
recurrence of similar wrongs. And if prompt reme- 
dies were not prescribed against the recurrence of in- 
dividual wrongs, they would very soon become gen- 
eral, virtually invited by the omission of the legis- 
lative power to discharge its proper and solemn du- 
ty. Ti»e wise legislator directs his keen eye to the 
defects of the law indicated by particular cases, and 
thus guided, adapts the appropriate reinedv Jo the 
case. This is the highest course of action, being 
founded on practical observation and experience; 
and laws of such origin are sure to he the .vises! 
and best in policy and principle. But, si r . I main- 
tain that a wrong suffered by an individual, is, in a 
philosophical scn»e, a grievance to the public. Ac- 
cording to the theory of the government, the indi- 
vidual surrenders to the government a portion of his 
natural rights, to secure the public protection in the 
enjoyment of the residue of hi* rights. If. therefore, 
o Solitary individual in all the land, suffer a wrong 
which the laws do not redress, the government to 
that extent abdicates its vital powers. An individ 
ual case, therefore, is the very thing which wisdom 
seeks, on which to shape remedies for wrongs. If 
no case of usurpation had happened, I doubt wheth- 
er any one would have thought of proposing tins 
bill, and I question whether the Senate would have 
entertained it, but for such allegation. So fiir, tlum. 
from seeing any thing in this circumstance, to deter 
me from the consideration of a general law. it in- 
cites me to it. It is precisely this that quickens 
my sense of duty. Had no Sneriff ever refused to 
exhibit bis poll book, the examination of which is 
absolutely necessary to ascertain the choice of the 
people to represent them in the National or State 
Legislature, I doubt whether any legislator in the 
whole land would ever hove thought of the expedi- 
ency and necessity of a penal law to punish such a 
monstrous outrage upon the public. Vet a memo- 
rable practical example of this crime, before unheard 
of, made it imperiously the duty of the Legislature 
to enact the general law we hove »o prevent a simi- 
lar outrage; and I apprehend there is not a man in 
tie whole State, of any political party, who doubts 
the propriety of that law. Acts of usurpation arc 
most likely to be individual acts. It is not at nil 
probable that they will ever be attempted by numbers 
of persons. So that, if we deem it an offence to 
usurp, office, we must act on the single case we al- 
ready know of; or otherwise, our dereliction to duty 
will soon invite the commission of so many more 
outrages that we shall be compelled to adopt a more 
rigorous law than that now proposed. But, sir, I do 
not regard this case of usurpation a mere case of in- 
dividual wrong to the ousted Jailer. Far from it. 
It is a gross outrage against all the people of the 
Common wealth, an indignity and insult to the gov- . 
eminent, which merits signal punishment. 

Mr. Speaker, it is a high misdemeanor in an in- 
ferior Court to refuse obedience to the superior 
Court. If such contumacy be tolerated, all author- 
ity is at an end, and wild confusion must ensue. 
Sir, I repent it. sneh conduct is a high offence, a cry- 
ing evil, deserving condign chastisement. And in 
this view, sir, the bill does not go far enough. It 
proposes not to punish the contumacious inferior j 
Court, but exhausts its thunder on the petty usur- 
per. It should be nmended so as to provide pun-, 
ishment on ail the parties to the transgression, to 
the Couniv Court as well as to the Jailer. 

It is objected to the bill that it is expost facia. It 
need not lie again repeated, that it applies punish- 
ment only for acts committed “ hereafter .” By the 
progress of this bill through the two Houses, all I 
parlies are significantly warned. The moment it 
becomes a law, the usurper is fully admonished 
that lie becomes n new trespasser and usurper. If, 
in defianre of all these public warnings, he hold on ; 
with a usurper’s iron grasp to his place, he richly j 
deserves nil the penalties denounced by the law. |

ample — he quotes the common law — he urges an ap- 
peal lor redress by an action of trespass on the case. 
These are existing remedies, happily in the reach of 
the ousted Jailer, by which he can recover his 
rights and emoluments connected with the office. 
But will the recovery of them, by that individual, 
beany atonement to the public for the violated laws 
of the land and the outraged dignity of the Com- 
monwealth! Shall we leave it alone to private ac- 
tion to vindicate the supremacy ami dignity of the 
government! The Senator limmates that tiie Court 
of Appeals have inherent power to enforce all * heir 
mandates. It maybe so. It certainly ought to be 
so. It is certainly a tantalizing mockery to give 
them great jurisdiction without the power to en- 
force their rescripts. The bill should be improv- 
ed. We punish a poor Jailer and let off the County 
Court, which is rcallv the guilty party. Its disobe- 
dience to the superior Court is a lugh-handed, flngi- 
tiousact of outrage against all well regulated author- 
ity. I purpose, at the proper time, to move the re- 
commitment of the bili to the committee on the Ju- 
diciary. with the following instructions: 

“To inquire and report, 1st., whether the Court of 
Appeals have power to act on the inferior Court and 
enforce obedience to their mandate by punishment 
for contempt or otherwise; and 

“2d, if the Appellate Court possess no such pow- 
er, to inquire into the propriety of so amending the 
laws as to confer the requisite power on the su- 
preme Cojrt.”

Mississippi Senators. — T he Legislature of Mis- 
si*>ippi elected Mr. Chalmers, who now occupies" 
thereat as an appointtce of the Governor, to fill the 
I vacancy occasioned by t he rssignation of Robert J. 
Walker, whose term expires the 4th of March. 
1^47. Gen. II. S. Foote was at the same time elect- 
ed to serve for six years after the 4th of March, 
1847, 

To the Editor of the Commonwealth : 

Sik: — I n your report of the Legislative proceed- 
ings of the 22d instant, my atten'.ion has been di- 
rected to the following remarks: 

“ Mr. L. Combs observed, amo:ig3t other things, 
that there was now before the committee on Ways 
and Means a proposition to abolish the Board of In- 
ternal Improvement, together with some sinecure 
establishments here about Frankfort, (referring to 
the Old Bank of Kentucky, the Commonwealth’s 
Bank, &.c.,) and refer their business to the First 
Auditor’s office: by which measure it was proposed 
i that officers should now be discharged from service, 
which now together derive for their salaries, from 
1 the Treasury, the sum of $;39<U) annually.” 

These ar3 grave charges ; and, if true, deserve 
; the consideration of the Legislature. Coming as 
j they do from the distinguished Chairman of tiie 
committee on Ways and Means, they demand my 
particular notice. The motive that caused these 
remarks I have no right to question ; and, therefore, 

1 a in at a' loss how to appreciate the financial idea 
that the transfer of a sinecure from one man to nti- 
■ other, will serve the public good. Noram I allowed 
' to insinuate the want of proper information on the 
part of the honorable Chairman, because the posi- 
tion occupied by him, with so much credit to hitn- 
j self and country, precludes the idea that he is want- 
ing in any matter pertaining to his high and impor- 
tant duties. But this much I will say, that, what- 
1 ever may have been the motive, the tendency of 
those remarks, unexplained, may do me great in- 
justice, and does directly impugn the motive and ac- 
tion of the preceding Legislature. 

In the year 1840, without solicitation on my part, 

I the Legislature placed the affairs of the Comtrion- 
! •.veahli’fe Bank under my management, since which 
time I have been continued iu the trust by an an- 
nual election. At the last session I requested a final 
settlement of my accounts, and intimated a wish to 
give up the business at the present session. That 
settlement lias been made, and I still desire to give 
tip the business of the Bank, unless the State may 
need my services, and I receive a more liberal com- 
pensation than heretofore. At the timo I undertook 
the affairs of the Bank, it was estimated that hot 
i more than ij;20,000 would be realized to the State. 

I have collected $81,619 57 cents, of which sum 
^•72.000 23 cents, have been paid into the Treasury, 
and tiie remainder applied to the redemption of notes 
; in circulation and incidental costs, &c. And I now 
say to the honorable member from the county of 
Fayette, the man qualified cannot be found in this 
' or any other civilized government, who would have 
: rendered the same services for less than the sum of 
of $500 per annum. The mere commission fees of 
the Sheriff and Constable exceed my wages, arid had 
, 1 been paid according to the usual fees charged by 
Attornevs-at-l:iw in the collection of bad unddoiibt- 
| (til debts* sucli as those due the Commonwealth’s 
Bank, my salary, instead of the sum allowed, would 
have been $3000 per annum. Tiie debts of the 
Bank were scattered throughout the State, and even 
beyond its limits; oftentimes concealed in records of 
multiplied litigation, and in the hands of unfaithful 
agents and attorneys. In addition to the difficult arid 
oftentimes painful duty of enforcing payment of 
those debts, I have had to net the part of President, 
Cashier and Clerk. If, then, the faithful perform- 
ance of all these duties for the sum of $500 per an- 
num be a sinecure, and “all other sinecure establish- 
ments hereabout Frankfort ,” are as profitable to the 
State as the Commonwealth's Bank lias heretofore 
been, I would suggest, most respectfully, to the 
honorable Chairman, the propriety of a bill to in- 
crease simitar sinecures within this Commonwealth. 
In conclusion, I here state, l have not the slightest 
wish or anxiety as to the disposition hereafter made 
of the Bank, unless it lie, that the individual who 
may conduct its affairs, may be more faithful to the 
State, and better paid tliau I have been.

FROM MEXICO. 

Important News— Twelve Day* Later.— The 
bark Pario, Capt. Kinney, arrived at this port yes- 
terday morning from Vera Cruz. By her we have 
rtfeeived our files from Vera Cruz to the lllii, and 
from the City of Mexico to the 8th. The news is 
very important. 

The city was filled yesterday with contradictory 
rumors in regard to Mr. Slidell. The report at first 
i credited was that lie had been ordered from the Re- ; 
| public; that lie thereupon demanded an escort from i 
Jnlapa to Vera Croz, which was refused to him; • 
that Commander Gerry, i*f the Somers, then lying I 
at Vera Cruz, upon this proceeded with a detach- 
ment of officers and marines to escort Mr. Slidell to 
the coast, a distance of some 70 or 80 miles. We ! 
do not attach much credit to this rumor — it appears : 
impossible. Again: a letter dated the 9th, from 
| Vera Cruz says, that up to that date Mr. Slidell had 
I not demanded of the new government any recogni- 
lion of his official capacity, but the popular belief 
was t hat such recognition would be refused. An- 
other letter dated the 13th says: “Mr. Slidell has 
demanded his passports, having failed in the object 
of his mission.” This appears to us the more prob- 
able version. The Mexican papers before us say 
nothing on the subject. 

A number of important despatches were received 
by the Pario, which were yesterday forwarded to 
Washington by mail. 

The revolution in Mexico appears to be complete. 
Before entering the city of Mexico conferences were 
held between Gen. Paredes and Gen. Valencia, at 
Gtiadn loupe, close by t lie capital. 

Gen. Ta redes had previously addressed a letter to 
Gen. Herrera, announcing his inexorable determin- 
ation to curry through the revolution. The latter 
appears to have yielded his authority to Gen. Valen- 
cia without a struggle. 

The Assembly of Notables met on the 3d instant. 
Geu.Tornel was chosen President, and General Al- 
monte, and another, secretaries. Geu. Paredes was 
then unnnimouly chosen President of the Republic. 
On the 4th inst. the oath was administered in great 
stnte. 

The following is the composition of the Cabinet of 
Gen. Paredes: 

Gen. Almonte, Minister of War; Sencr Luis Par- 
res. Treasury Department; Senor Castilloy Lanzas, 
Foreign Affairs, and Senor Becerra, (Bishop of Chi- 
apas) of Justice, &,c. 

Correction. — The leave of absence reported yes- 
terday for the gentleman from Cumberland was an 
error. The leave of absence was accorded to the 
gentleman from Montgomery, (Mr. Peters.) The 
gentleman from Cumberland has been constantly in 
his place as usual. The gentleman from Montgom- 
ery also, was in his place again on yesterday. 

In the second leave to introduce bills obtained by 
Mr. Gardner on Monday, and reported in yesterday’s 
issue, for “Morgan county,” read “Morgantown.” 
In the description given testerday of Mr. 
Hughes’ bill, entitled, an act to remodel the Judi- 
cial Districts and equalize the labor of the Circuit 
Judges — add Livingston to the second District, and 
give to the Union term “eighteen” juridical days 
instead of “eight.”
